WN Tuefday the 31 of OGober,the Mana- 

gersof this Theatreopened with anew C.- 
mic Operacalled La Spofa Fedele.— | he fubjea 
indeed was rather inaifferent, yet it was not 
intirely void of meaning, as Pafliccius generally 
are.—The mufic was for the greateft part excel- 
Jent, and moft judicioufly fele&ed ; both the 
finales were very captial, as were two foags fet 
by Signor Vento, and fung by Signor Savoi, We 
cannot but commend the Managers judgmentin 
the choice they have made of-tuch a compofer 
as Signor Vento, and fo admirable a finger and 
performer as Signor Trebdi. This Gentleman is 
in every refpeét fuperior to Lovartini, and was 
received with repeated bur(ts of applaufe.—His 
tafle, his manner, the elegance of his figure, 
and the melody of his voice, excited univerfal 
admtration.--SignoraGabrielli’s fitler,who never 
fung before in this Kingdom, ts a very capital 
Adtrefs, and a good finger. 

The firft appearance of the celebrated Ca- 
brieli at this ‘theatre was repeatedly announc- 
€d by the Newfpapers to take place on Tue(day 
the oth inttant. The fahhionable inf:enza, 
however, (at leaft we are to prefume fo much) 
to the great difappointment and mortification 
of the Managers and the Pubtic, prevented her 
furpriling, as well as entertaining the Town 
till the tollowing Saturday, when the exhibited 
herfelf in a ferious Opera called Tidone Abtan- 
donate, In the firtt air the exerted herfelf to the 
uimoti aftonifhment of-the whole audiénce, ef.

pecially in a cadence, in which fhe gave us a 
fhort fpecimen of the wonderful flexibility of 
her voice: itran up to the minuteft divifiong 
and fubdivifions with the greateft neatnefs and 
precifion, She alfo excited our admiration in 
the duetto; but the delicacy of her pipe being 
a little affected by the cold, ber mufical powers 
failed in the air Cantabile, and in the laft A&, 

On the Saturday following the made her ap- 
pearance before their Majetties, in the Opera 
of Didone. This Lady has long been eftcemed 
the firft Singer in Europe, and is not more dif- 
tinguithed for her merit, than contemned for 
her caprice. Though it was the fecond time 
of her playing, fhe feemed not a little intimi- 
dated at the fight of the audience, who receiv- 
ed her with uncommon eapplaule,ypon her en- 
trance. Her voice was ftrong and exceedingly 
harmonious, and the modulation of her cadences 
abfolutely enchanting ; but the negligence of 
her manner, in our opinion, did confiderable 
injury to her performance, and fhe feemed fo 
little inclined to difplay the extent of her abili- 
ties, that fhe carelefsly hummed fevera]l cf the 
patfages over a mezxa voce, as the Coanoiffeurs 
exprefs it. Upon the whole, we cannot help 
thinking, that either this Lady’s mufical ta- 
lents have been confiderably impaired, fince 
fhe bore the paim away from all the Singers in 
Jraly ; or that much more has been faid of ber 
merit, than it really deferves,

ma, to get rid of him ence for all, gives him 
p his tndentures. Thus releafed, he flies to 
the houfe of an old ufurer, Security, where he 
Keeps his girl Sindefy ; tells him, he has a fine 
sign mn for him in the new-married Knight, 
who wants cath on his wife’s eftate for a voyage 
to the Eaft-Indies, whither he is to accompany

ready to embark, he is at a lofs how to get 
Winifred, the old ufurer’s wife, off with him, 
between whom there had long been a proper 
underftanding:—At laf, he and Quickfilver 
hit upon an expedient, by offering Security 
100 guineas if he will procure Counfellor 
Bramble to fup with them that evening, in or- 
der that Quickfilyer may fetch dis wife mafked 
and difguifed to the Knight, with whom fhe 
had promifed tu elope :—Security, plesfed with 
the idea of the reward, as well as in having it 
in his power to be revyenged on the Counfel, 
for fome error he had comtmitted in the ma- 
nagement of a caufe for him, readily confents ; 
and to carry it the more effeQually into exe- 
cution, lends them his wife Winny’s cloaths ;— 
under this plot of his own laying, the old fool 
is choufed out of his own wife. 

Lady Flath now fets out for the Knight's 
caftle [in air] in great ftate, and expeéts im 
and Quickfilver to follow; but after flaying in 
her coach all night, with her companions, re- 
turns convinced of her folly, and that her haf- 
band Hadtaken boat for the thip in which they, 
with Winifred, were about to embark upon a 
fmugglingcruize. A tempeft however arifing, 
they are overfet near Cuckold’s Point, where 
having paddled about beft part of the night, 
they at laft make thore ina pretty pickle, Ter- 
rified to death, knowing uot where they are, 
the Knight thinks they are on the coaft of 
France, by the e/ewation of the pole, and the 
longitude and latitude of the climate: however, 
finding their Gtuation at laft, Quickfilver pre- 
vails upon them all to return to town, where 
he has a friend that will thelter them till they 
can look about them. 

Young Golding, fince their departure, was 
made a Common Councilman and Deputy of a 
Ward ; whoreturning to tell his Father-in- 
law of his promotions, acquaints him likewife 
ot the fate of the Knight and his crew, who 
had embarked the preceding evening drunk 
at Billingfgate; all which they learnt from one 
of their faife brethren: and further, that he 
had ordered them to be apprehended as by a 
prefs-warrant, and to be brought before him ; 
which foon after happens.—After their exami- 
pation, when Golding commits them to Wolf 
the gaoler, he recognizes his prifoner for one 
of the arranteft knaves he ever had in his cufto- 
dy; and difcovers his whole hiftory.—Old Se- 
curity is likewife apprehended for being accef- 
fary in the fraud of Gertrude’s eftate, and is 
committed with them to Newgate. . 

The denouement is compofed of the peniten- 
tials of the various prifoners, and the perfuafive 
arts made ufe of by Touchftone’s family to 
move them to forgive them; butin vain. At 
laft, Golding tries a ftratagem to get him to 
the prifon, that the fcene of their real penitence 
might work upen him; for which purpofe 
he fends Wolf to inform him, that he him- 

felf is arrefted and confined, and as a token 
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thereof the gaoler prefents his Son-in-law’s 
ring. 

This has the defired effet; the old man, 
touched with Quicktilver’s real contrition, or- 
Gers his immediate difcharge; and as an earneft 
of his joy on the oceafinn, cedicates the remain- 
der of the day to mercy, by confenting to the 
releafe of all the other criminals: after which 
the piece concludes with a moral exhortation 
to the City Youths, to mark from the example 
of the two Heroes of the Piece, the contrary 
effects of Inpustary and Dissipation. 

This alteration from the Eafwerd Ho! of 
Ben Johnfon, Chapman, Marfton, &c. is the 
work of Mrs. Lennox, a Lady well known as a 
favourite attendant in the train of the Mofes ; 
and confidering the grounds fhe had to work 
upon, fhe has much improved it.—However, 
we are apt to imagine, that fhe had a higher 
opinion of the original as a Comedy, becanfe 
it was generally given to Ben Fobnfon, than the 
might have had, if conyinced that he had but a 
very trifling hand in it, which feems clearly the 
cafe; for the fcenes between Sir Petro, Flah, 
Quick filver, Security, &e, refpe€ting the feduc- 
tion of the latter's wife, is the only one that 
can with juflice be afcribed to Ben John{on, 
and a very fine one it 1s.—Some of the Lady's 

additions are characteriftic 5 and a good imita- 
tion of the original ftyle; in others the ha 
introduced fome modern patches which are 
not fo fortunate in their effeét: tho” the has 
judicioufly cut many parts, there ftill remain 
fome feenes that want a fimilar trimming; 
particularly the firft, and one between Fiz 
and Gertrude, However, upon the whole,it was 
very favourably received, the audience expref- 
fing their approbation at different times by the 
warmett applaufe. Three new Songs were 
introduced in the courfe of the Piece, the lat 
of which, a Bacchanalian one, with a laughing 
chorus, fet by Mr. Barthelemon, and fung by 
Mr. Bannifter, met with general applaufe.—

THIS Comedy was taken from the French 
of Sir William D’Avenant, formerly a Mana- 
ger of one of the London Theatres, and a very 
prolific Dramatic Writer, 

The following is a fketch of the only inci- 
dent in the piece, and on which the Critic’s bu- 
finefs depends—Don John is drawn as defcend- 
ed from an ancient family at Burgos, with great 
fenfibility, and high notions of honour: On 
his return from the wars, be finds (as he re- 
lates) a brother murdered, and a fifler ditho- 
noured ; thefe circumftances, added to his natu- 
ral difpofition, make him very fufceptible of 
anger; he has an offer from Don Ferdinand of 
Madrid, of his daughter Ifabella in marriage, 
who fends him her piéture: Don John pre- 
pares for the journey, and in the mean time 
gets his pi€ture drawn, which he fuppofes had 
been fent to his intended miftrefs, according to 
his orders; but Jodelet, his man, who is a vain, 
prating coward, having his picture done by the 
fame hand with his Mafter’s, fent it by miftake 
to Habelia,—On Don John’s arrival at Madrid, 
he goes direétly to the ftreet where Don Ferdi- 
nand lives, and has his jealoufy raifed by feeing 
Don Lewis come out of Don Ferdinand’s; this 
fuggetts the plan of changing chara¢ters with 
his fervant, aS his perfon is unknown: by this 
means, he difcovers his brother's fuppofed mur- 
derer, and the defiler of his fifter’s honour; 
and in the difguife makes a conqueft of L{abel- 
la. —The eclairciflement, in the fifth Ad, con- 
cludes with Don John’s affuming his real cha- 
rater, and having every caufe of his uneafinefs 
removed, 

It may not be thought candid to criticife this 
piece, wrote above a century fince, by the pre- 
fent tafte ; the,diftance we are removed from 
the period in which it was firit brought before 
the Public, has rendered the humour of moft of 
the Charaéters obfolete ; add to this, a want of 
perfect knowledge of the manners of the people 
where the fcene is laid, which is abfolutely ne- 
ceflary for feeling the force of character. How- 
ever, in a literary point of view, The Afan’s the 
Mafler isan indifferent Comedy, and yet could 
be made a molt excelicat Farce; there is fome- 
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thing abfurdly farcical in many of the fitvations, 
and tar beneath the dignity of Thalia. The 
dialogue has all the ruft of antiquity about it, 
and modernizing {cenes are left to the difcretion 
of the performers, 

However, in reprefeatation, this piece cannot 
fail of entertaining, though what Addifon {aid

fhe flies to her miftrefs, tells her the plot had 
fueceeded, dreffes her up in her cloaths, puts her 
veil over Louifa, whom the eld Don now turns 
out of doors for the Duenna. 

On her arrival in the ftreets, and contemplat- 
ing-how to make Anthonio acquainted with 
her fituation, the mects with Clara (who had 
likewife eloped from her father), a young Lady 
of her acquaintance, and the admired miftrefs of 
her brother Ferdinand ; they fvecly impart to 
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each other the feps they have taken: Clara, 
on their parting, enjoins her friend to be fure 
not to tell her brother that fhe is going to the 
nunnery of St, Catherine's :-—Louifa tpying 
Hfaac Mendoza arrived, tells her, that as he is 
the oniy perionin Seville who does not know 
her, the wiil make him the inftrument of the 
impofition the intends upon himielf, by fending 
him to feels for her lover Anthonio ; in order 
to which, fhe entreats Clara to let her make 
ufe of her name, which the confents to, and 
reures.——Ifaac on their interview fo far com- 
plies with her requett as to fend his friend Don 
Carlos in fearch of him, as the happy means 
of hampering Anthonio, who he heard was 
his rival, and beloved by Louifa, whiift he 
himfelf goes to vifit Don Jerome and his daugh- 
ter —Don ferome receives him very cordially ; 
recounts the matchlefs beauties of his girl, 
whom he is guing to beftow upon him, and 
then begs him to go to herin her chamber, 
alledging the oath he had made, as the reafon 
for his not being able himfeif to introduce him 
vs he could wih. 

I{oac is petrified with furprize, when he fees 
his intended bride, on whom juch a deicription 
bad been lavifhed, in the perfon of the old 
Duenna, who had dreffed herfelf in Louiia’s 
cloaths, in order to impofe upon the Jew : 
Ifaac, however, gets the better of the difap- 
pointment, by refieéting on her vaft fortune, 
arid finds even her perfon improve upon him, 
in proportion to the flattery the beftows on his: 
—He therefore refolves to go and afk the old 
gentleman tu fix the time for their union, when 
the artfully tells him, that the cannot be his on 
thofe terms; fog that the had fworn never to 
marry the man her father infifted on, and he had 
made an oath never to fee or {peak to her till 
fhe was united according to his defire; fo that 
the only way was to prevail upon Don Jerome 
to letthem walk out in the garden, from whence 
they might elope: Ifaac falls into this readily, 
as ne thinks equally to fecure her fortune by this 
ftep, and yet be under no neceffity of making 
the fettlement reouired of him in the more for- 
mal imude of matrimony. They accordingly get 
leave to walk out—and clope. 

Hfaac, in his fearch of a Prieft, meets with 
Ferdinand, who isin fearch of Clara, hearing 
fhe had fled from her father; he tells this his 
fuppofed brother-in-law, how artfully he had 
fecured Anthonio from hurting him any more 
with Louifa, by introducing him te Donna Cla- 
ra, at her own requelt, with whom he was juft 
gone to be married. Ferdinand enraged at this 
intelligence, threatens to put him to death for 
it, unlefs be telis bim which way they went ; 
when he learns that they were gone firft to the 
nunnery of St, Catherine's. ‘hither Ferdi- 
nand inftantly flies, in puriuit of Anthonio, ot 
whom he had been fufpicious before ; and on 
gaining admittance into the garden of that Con- 
vent, he fees him proceeding with Louifa on 
his arm (whom he tekes for Clara) to the 
Friary, in order to be married. Clara being 
likewife in the garden, and difcovering his en 
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trance, pulls down her veil in order to leara 
his fentrments of her, as they had quarrelled 
the preceding evening: She addreffes him, un- 
difcovered, and is convinced of his afteétion, 
by his jealoufy; for he leaves her abruptly to 
purfue, as he conceives, his treacherous rival, 

Den Jerome receives in the mean time a 
letter from Ifaac, telling him of their elope- 
ment, and foon atter another from Louifa, pray- 
ing forgivenefs forthe rafh ftep the had taken; 
which he immediately anfwers, by forgiving 
ber, and telling her, fhe was at liberty to in- 
dulge her choice, having no doubt but that 
Lovifa and Haac went off together——An- 
tvonio and Louija being arrived at the Friary, 
meet with Iaac, who is come onthe fameer« 
rand, to whom Father laul enters, being called 
cut from the Bacchanalian velpers of the Order 
of St. Anthony. After each of the lovers had 
calmed the qualms of his confcience reSpecting 
the impropriety of marrying eloped couples, 
Ferdinand breaks in abruptly upon them, and 
demands fatisfaction of Anthonio; however, 
Ciara, who followed him in her Nun's habit 
from the garden, entering immediately, the de- 
ception is difcovered, and they confent to a ge- 
neral union, which takes place, as does that 
between Ifjac and the Duenna, 

Don Jerome hearing, and furprized at, the

Don Jerome is now convinced of 
his folly, and being pleafed with the prudent 
choice that the two young couple had made, 
he laughs at Ifacc, for becoming the dupe of 
his own knavery, orders his doors to be thrown 
open, when all his neighbours, in mafks, en- 
ter, and conclude the piece with a glee and 
chorus expreffive of the general happinefs. 

The lively part of this Opera (the produ€tion 
of Mr. Sheridan, jun.) is written with ftrong 
characteriftic humour; th® ferious part does 
not manifeft equal abilities in the writer, whofe 
genius appears entirely to bend towards the hu- 
mourous. la regara to the mufic, it muft be 
acknowledged that the fele€ted tunes were ju- 
dicioufly chofen, and weil adapted both to the 
words and fituation.

for my communications ; efpecially as I 
aflure you that I find no fault with any 
individual Being in the Univerfe.

“If you think that amy part of my 
drefs is improper, Madam, replied Eliza, 
with a rifing glow in her cheeks, at the 
idea of having difcovered the flighteft 
appearance of indelicacy in her apparel, 
I will alter it immediately.”

Pliant now came to know her Lady’s 
commands, who ordered her to take 
her cap off, and to put it on like her 
daughter’s ; telling her that fhe grew fo 
negligent and fo idle, fhe fuffered even 
Sally, an awkward country girl, to out- 
do her at every thing.

Eliza dutifully conf formed herftlf to 
her Mother’s mode behaviour, by 
difcovering nothing in hers favourable 
to the man who evidently wifhed to be 
confidered as her loyer; though fhe 
was not injenfible of his merit.

In the 
mean while, Lady Floyer keeps up the 
reputation of an atiquated Beauty, \oad- 
ing herfClf with the mot expenfive and 
unbecoming ornaments, particularly un- 
becoming upon fer, bought with the 
fortune of which the certainly, in the 
eye of morality, defrauded her daughter, 
only to make herfelf both ridiculous 
and contemptible.

’ ‘ STE powers of Eloquence and Mufic 
are univertally acknowledged, fo 


would be thote of Paiaz, were they as 
univerfally exercifed. The Atha 
pafied a law, that none who were not 
of a liberal birth fhould practife in this 
art: they could not better ihew the 
fenfe they had of its power, than in the 
care they took of its direction. ‘They 
knew the dominioa it had over our 
pafiions, and hence were careful to 
lodge it in the fafeft hands. Agreeably 
to this idea, the Greek writers often 
foeak of the Drama of a Painter, of the 
Moral of Painting; expreffions which 
mark, that they contlidered this art as 
on a level and co-operating with Poe- 
try. One of the gravelt and moft judi- 
cious of the Romans viewed it in the 
fame light. Ticiure, fays Quintilian, 2 
filent and uniform addrefs, yet penc- 
trates fo deeply into.our inmoit afiec- 
tions, that it feems often to exceed even 
the powers of eloque ce. -We cannot 
doubt of the fincerity of this decifion, if 
we conlider the character of the perfon 
from,whom it comes, Cicero was 
equally fenfible of the powers of the 
Pencil, and often iets them in competi- 
tion with his favourite art. Their ef- 
feos. are fometimes wonderful, It is 
Bid, that Alexdader trembled, and

grew pale, on feeing a picture of Pala- 
medes betrayed to death by his friends; 
it bringing to his mind a ftinging re- 
membrance of his treatment of Arifto- 
Portia could bear with an un- 
fhaken conftancy her laft feparation from 
Brutus 3 bet when fhe faw, tome hours 
after, a picture of the parting of Hector 
and Andromache, the burft into a flood 
of tcars: full as feemed her forrow, the 
Painter fuggefted new ideas of grief, ar 
impieffed more ftrongly her own.

The Landfcape Painter is to draw to- 

gether, and form in one entire view, 
certain beautiful or ftriking objects. 
This is his main care. It is not even 
effential to the merit of his piece to la- 
bour, with extreme exa¢tnefs, the prin- 
cipal conftituent parts ; but for the reit, 
a forub or fower, a ftraggling goat or 
Soeep, thefe may be touched very negli- 
gently; we have a great modern in- 
ftance. Lew Painters have been known 
to furnilh Aner tcenes, or have poffefled 
the art of combining qwoods, lakes, and 
rocks, into more agreeable pictures than 
G. Poujin; yet his animals are obterv- 
ec to be fcarce worthy an ordinary ar- 
tit. The ufe of thefe is jrmply to de- 
corate the fecene, and fo their beauty 
depends, not on the truth and correct- 
nets of the drawing, but on the ele- 
gance of their di/poftion only: for in a 
andicape, the eye carelefsly glances 
over the fmaller parts, and regards them 
only in reference to the furrounding ob- 
jects. The Painter’s labour, therefore, 
is loft, or raiher mifemployed, to the 
prejudice of the cvdole, when it ftrives 
to finith, fo minutely, particular ob- 
jects. If fome great mafters have fhewn 
themfeives ambitious of this fame, the 
objects they have laboured have always 
been fuch, as are moft confiderable in 
themielves, and have, befides, an «fet 
in illuftrating and fetting off the entire 
fcenery. It is chiefly in this view that 
Ruifdale’s Waters and Claude Lorain’s 
Séus are lo admirable. Huan.

As it is the charaéter of fine writing, 
fo it is of excellent painting, that the 
thoughts fhould be natural and obvious;

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Beneath which was couched a crocodile, 
ready to {pring upon his prey. A Mo- 
dern would have planted at one end a 
River God, with water iffuing from feven 
urns—and this, with no fmall conceit 
oi his erudition. The fame fimplicity 
and happinefs of invention are attribut- 
ed, in general, to the paintings of ‘Ti- 
manthes ; in one of which he repre- 
fented, in a little picture, a Cyclops 
fleeping ; and to give an extraordinary 
idea of his fize, near him were drawn 
fomie Satyrs, meafuring his finger with 
a thyrfus; on which occation, Pliny 
makes this remark: ‘ In all his works 
there is more underftood than expreff- 
ed; and though his execution be mai- 
terly, yet his ideas exceed it.

In fome families I 
have feen Difcord waving her torch o’er 
the ill-matched couple, in every part of 
the houfe; in others, I have high- 
pleafed obferved. Peace and Harmony 
imiling in every apartment, and giving 
delight to all who came to vifit the 
happy pair. 

‘That the married ftate is capable of 
producing much greater happinefs than 
it commonly does, there is not the 
fmalleft doubt. I would, therefore, as a 
Matrimonial Precepter, recommend the 
following hints to the confideration of 
thofe who are interefted in them, whe- 
ther they are or are not engaged in a 
nuptial connection. 

1 would earneftly defire a]l young peo- 
ple to ftudy each other’s tempers tho- 
roughly, to ftudy them much more than 
their features, before they tie the indif- 
foluble knot.

yary motives. 1} have as great arcgard 
iur parental authority as any man, and 
co not want to leffen it; but it is noto- 
rious, that Parents extend their power

beyond the limits of reafon, when theyy 
in the difpofal of their children, look 
upon an union of fortunes to be of more 
confequence than the tition of Aearts. 
To this great parental miftake, many 
of the elopements and feparations, and 
rhuch of the licentioufriefs in the mar- 
ried world may be fairly attributed. 
While the prefent mode of difpofing of 
children to the higheft bidder is in 
fafhion, the ftrong difinclination in 
numbers to enter into wedlock, cannot 
be wondered at. ‘Thofe who having a 
fincere affection for each other, chufe 
rather to remain fingle, than facrifice 
themfelves to the avarice of their Pa- 
rents, are to be commended ; but how 
much are they to be blamed, who bring 
a difgrace upon matrimony, by joining 
their hands without the leaft reciprocal 
efteem !

other, the curiofity of the Public, and the ava- 
rice of the publifher, {eek only their own gra- 
tification. Henceit is that the trivial effufions 
of wit, and idle flights of fancy, which a writer 
would with might die with him, and be buried 
in eternal oblivion, are pompoufly exhibited to 
the world, and tranfmitted with eclat to pofte- 
rity. It was a proper fenfe of this pofthumous 
injuftice, that made the late celebrated Church- 
ill declare his refolution 
To leave unpublifhed not a fingle line. 

The real friends to the reputation of many 
other writers, have reafon to with they had 
formed, and kept a like refolution: They 
would not then have had to anfwer for the de- 
fects and inaccuracies of writings never penned 
with a view to be printed, nor for the ill ex- 
ample the fanftion of their authority may fet 
to fucceeding writers. In point of ftyle, indeed, 
grammatical errors might be avoided by the at- 
tention of a capable editor; but there are idio- 
matical, phrafeological, and other flips, that 
efcape the beft pen in the indolence or rapidity 
of compofition, which would by no means pals 
current as the language of a mafterly writer.

To the fame. 

My dear G. Patis, April 10, 1762, 

“1 {natch the oceafion of Mr. Wilcox (the 
fate bithop of Rochefter’s fon) leaving this 
plece for England, to write to you, and I in- 
clofe it to Hall, who will put it into your hand, 
poflibly behind the fceres, I hear no news 
of you, or your empire, Iw ould have faid king- 
dem—but here every thing is hyperbolized— 
and if a woman is but imply pleafed—'tis je 
sus charmeemmand if the is charmed, ‘tis nothing 
fefs than that fhe is ravi-fh’d——and when 
ravith'd, (which may happen) there is nothing 
Jeft for her but to fly to the other world for a 
metaphor, and {weat, qu'elle etoit toute exta~ 
Jirc—which mode of {peaking is, by the bye, 
here creeping into ufe ; and there is fearce a 
woman who wnderftands the bor tor, but is fe- 
ven times in a day in downright extafy—that 
is, the devil's in her—by a fmall miftake of 
one word for the other—now, where am I 
got? . 
“| have been thefe two days reading a tra- 
gedy, given me by a lady of talents, to read 
end conjeéture if it would do for you—’Tis 
from the plan of Diderot, and poffibly half a 
tranfation of it—The Natural Son, or, the 
Triumph of Virtue, in five a&ts—It has too 
much fentiment in it, {at leaft for me) the 
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fpeeches too long, and favour too much of 
preaching—this may be a fecond reafon, it is 
not to my tafte-—"Tis all love, love. love, 
throughout, without much feparation in the 
charaéter 5 fo I fear it would not do for your 
ftage, and perhaps for the very reafon which 
recommends itto a French one.—After a vile 
fulpenfion of three weeks——-we are beginning 
with our comedies and operas egain—yours { 
hear never flourifhed more—ehere the comic 
actors were never fo low—the tragedians hold 
up their heads—in all fenfes. 1 have known 
one little man {upport the theatrical world, like 
a David Atlas, upon his fhoulders; but tre- 
ville can’t do half as much here, tho’ madam 
Clairon ftands by him, and fets her back to 
his—fhe is very great, however, and highly 

improved fince you faw her the alfy fupporta 

her dignity at table, and bas her public day 

every Thurfday, when fhe es to cat, (as 
they fay here) to all that hungry and 
cry. 

* You are much talked of bere, and much 
expected as foon as the peace will Jet you 
thefe two laft cays you have happened to en- 
grofs (he whole converfation at two.great hou. 
fes where I was at dinner—Tis the greateft 
problem in nature, in this meridian, that one 
and the fame man fhould poffefs fuch tragic 
and comic powers, and in fach an equilibrio, 
as to divide the world for which of the two na- 
ture intended him. 

“ Credition has made a convention with 
me, which, if he is not too lazy, will be no 
bad perfifageas foon as I get to Thouloufe, 
he has agreed to write me am expoftulatory let- 
ter upon the indecorums of ‘I’, Shandy— 
which isto be anfwered by recrimination upon 
the liberties in his own works—thefe are to 
be printed together——Crebillon againft Sterne 
—Sterne againft Crebillon—the copy to be 
fold, and the money equally divided—-This is 
good Swifs-policy, 

«1 am recovered greatly, and if Ieould {pend 
one whole winter at Thouloufe, I thould be 
fortified in my inner man beyond all danger 
of relapfing =A fad afthma my daughter has 
been martyr'd with thefe three winters, but 
moftly this laft, makes it, I fear; neceffary the 
fhould try the laft remedy of awarmer and 
fofter air ; fo 1 am going this week to Ver- 
failles, to wait upon Count Choifeul to folicit 
pafiporis for them==If this fyfiem takes place, 
they join me heres-and after a month's fiay 
we all Jecamp for the fouth of France—if not, 
I fhall fee you in June next, Mr. Fox and 
Mr Maccartney having left Paris, I live alto- 
gether in French families—I laugh “till J cry, 
and in the fame tender moments cry ‘rill J 
laugh. AShandy it more than ever, and verily 
rm 7 Shory that by mere Shandeifm, fubjimat- 
ed by a laughter-loving people, I fence as 
much againft infirmities, as I do by the benefit 
of air and climate, Adieu, dear G. prefent 
ten thoufand of my beft refpeéts and withes to 
and fer my friend Mrs, G, —Had the wo 
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jaf night. upon the Tuilleries, the would have 

aanihilated a thoufand French goddefles, in 

one fingle turn, Lam moft truly, my dear friend, 
L. STERNE.” 

The greater part of the remaining letters 
were written from’ abroad to different people, 
on private occafions, and contain matters of 
Jictle importance 3’ from which, however, we 
learn, that amidit all the compliments and 
careffes the Author received from the great 3 
amid his feafting with princes, and favour 
with kings, he was fometimes fadly put to it 
for the want of fifty pounds; bis beokfeller, 
Becket, being, after all, next to the peblic, his 
beft patron. Indeed, the neceffity this eccen- 
tric genius appears to have been under, of dun- 
ning his beit friends, tor their fubfcription- 
Money to his books, difplays the contemptible 
light in which literary genius ftands at prefent 
with the great; from whom the fpirit of pa- 
tronage feems to have defceaded low in- 
deed. 

We fhould here clofe our quotations, cid 
not the CXth letter tend to confirm the oblo- 
guy thrown on our Author's charaéter by the 
publication of his Lettersto Eliza. We won- 
der, therefore, it was not omitted in a collec- 
tion publifhed by his own Daughter.

26 Ofobris, 1775. 

"THE, Lord Chancellor reported his Ma- 
jefty’s Speech, and the fame being read 
by the Clerk ; moved (by Lord Townfhend, 
and feconded by Lotd Dudley) That an humble 
Addrefs be prefented to his Majefty, for his 
mooft gracious Speech from the Tnrone. Then 
an Amendment was propofed (by the Marquis 
of Rockingham) to be made to the faid mo- 
tion, which being objeéted to, after long de- 
bate, the queftion was put whether the A- 
mendment fhall be inferted in the motion. It 

was refolved in the negative.

The arguments this day turned entirely on 
American, Affairs. The Lords in Admini- 
fitetion candidly owned they had been mifin- 
f.raged -laft year, and that their meafures 
were confequently founded in error, and bad 
therefore failed of fuccefs.

think proper to have the Duthels of Kingfon 
tried in the hall, a Lord High Steward appointed, 
and all the formalities confeqauent on that mode 
wf .trial adopted: It wilt be underfood, | fey, 
that fomething very ferious maybe the conte- 
‘quence of her pofithle condemnation. But let 
ws, my lords, before we fanétion all thofe fo- 
lemnities, look ferward to the prebable confe- 
quences. In:the-firtt-place, though fhe thould be 
found guilty of the charge of bigamy, as aPeerets, 
by an exprefs AG of Parliament, the ponifhment 
annexed to felony with benefit of clergy, that 
of beingbusnt in the hand, is remitted. ‘Vhis 
is, 1 prefume, fo ftr 2s public example, or with 
a view to deter others, totally unneceflary. The 
neat objeét 1s to do juftice to the profeeutor, fo 
fer as his property is concerned; public juftice 
gequires that he fhould have every tair and legal 
chance of recovering it; butdo far as it regards 
the profecutor, let us fee how the prefent 
propofed trial promifes to be the means of 
dving bim jedlice. We will fuppofe the cul- 
prit convicted of the charge brought againft 
her, wha end will that anfwer? Her heredi- 
tary fortune is not aimed at; her real ef- 
fate will mot be forfeited ; and her perfonal for- 
tune 1¢ fhe is proved Countefs of Brittel, will 
certainly come, as of right, co her fappofed 
hufband, the prefent Earl. His lordthip then 
entered into a dong ciicuffion to prove on how 
many different occafions the Attorney-general 
had a rig: tro grant a loli Profegui to fiop cri- 
minal protecutions.. He fhewed that the pre- 
fent was one of them, becaute it was a pri- 
vate profecution. He laid it dewn as law, 
that ‘he Attorneyegeneral had a power of ftepping 
aii projecutions on attbons, for which private 


reparation might be fought. Tlie prefent was 
one of them, he faid, ‘Phe King might like- 
wife do the farne under his fign manual. So 
he might in other inftances by the authotity 
of himfelf and Conncil. 

Such were the peneral ideas his lordthip 
threw out. as leading to Bis ‘motion,—He ob- 
ferved, that the-frefent bufinefs was fuch, that 
it was not neceffary it fhould encroach on'the 
national -bufinefs, either before or afier the 
Chriftmas recefs.—He thould therefore move, 
That Elifabeth, commonly called Duchefs of 
Kingfton, fhowld be tried at the bar of thatHoule 
on Monday the 13th of December next ; that 
the lords thould be fummoned two days pre- 
vious thereto, and every day during’ the trial ; 
that their lordthips fhould attend in their robes, 
and not depart the Houfe without tetve; thar 
the Wither of theBlack Rod fhsuld keep the next 
door to where he fits locked, and fhonld keep his 
lobby for the reception of the prifoner; thet 
the prifoner thall be at liberty to crofs‘examine 
the witneffes wiva wore ; that proclamation be 
made every day, that whoever knows any thing 
touching the matter in iffze, fhall come inty 
court, and fairly and fully difclofe the fame ; 
and that the oathae miniftered to the witneffes on 
the trial, thall be in the following words: ™ Youu 
thall true anfwere make to all fuch queftions 2s 
fhall be afked of you, touching the matter in 
queftion, and tell the truth, the whole troth, 
and nothing but the truth, fo help you Cod, 
and the contents cf this Book.”—Some other 
formalities of lefs moment were mentioned by 
his lordthip ; and the motions being ‘ali agreed 
to without oppofition, the Houfe adjourned.

ftoring order to the diitraéted affairs of the 
Britith Empire,: confidence to. your Majefty’s 
government, obedience, by a temperate uic of 
its powers, to the authority of Parliament, and 
tae happinefs of all your people. By thefe 
meafurzs we may avoid having recourle to the 
alarming and dangerou$ expedient of calling in 
foreign torces, for the fupport of your Majetty’s 
authority withia your own dominiogs, and the 
dreadful calamity of thecding Britith blood by 
Britihh hands.” 

He was followed by Sir James Lowther, 
who, More warm than his leader, condemned 
the Addrefs throughout; attacked the whole 
fyftem, of Colony goverameat, and the mea- 
{ures atifing from it; and with peculiar ener- 
gy, urged the intereft he hadio the event of 
thofe meafures, the ftake he hadin the motives 
which might confequently be fuppofed to in- 
fluence his conduct. 

Mr, Wilkes then rofe,.and thus delivered his 
fentiments : 

‘+ | entirely agree with the Honourable Gen- 
tleman wha feconded the Motion for an Ad- 
cre{s to his Majefty, that every man ought now to 
{peak out, and in amomeat fo important as the 
prefent to the whole Empire, I think it ill be- 
comes the dignity and duty of Parliament to 
lofe itfelf in fuch a fulfome, adulatory Addirefs 
to the Throne as that now proprfed. We ought 
rather, Sir, toapproach our Sovereign with found 
and wholefome advice, and even with remoa- 
ftrances againft the condu& of his Miniflers, 
who have precipitated the nation into an ux 
jaf, ruinous, felouises, and murderous war, 1 
call. the war with our brethren in America an 
unjaft, felonious war, becaute the primary caule 
and confeiJéd origin of it is, the attempt to 
take their money from them without their 
confent, contrary to the common rights of all 
mankind, and thofe great fundamenta! princi- 
ples of the Englith conftitution, for which 
Hampden bled, I affert, Sir, that it is im con- 
fequence a murderous war, becaufe it is an at- 
tempt to deprive men of their lives for ftand- 
ing up in the juft caute of the defence of their 
property, and their clear rights. It becomes 
no lefs a murderous war with refpe&t to many 
of our fellowefubjects of this Ifland ; for every 
man, either of the navy or army, who has been 
fent by Government to America, and has fallen 
a victim in this unnatural and unjaft conteit, 
has been murdered by Adminiftration, and his 
blood lies at their door, Such a war, I fear, 
Sir, will draw down the vengeance of Heaven 
upon this devoted kingdom. 

“ Pthink this wer, Sir, fatal and ruinous to 
oor country. (It wbfolutely annihilates the 
only great fource of our wealth, which we cn- 
joy unrivalled by other nations, and deprives us 
of the fruits of the laborious induftry of near 
three millions of fubjeéts, which centered here. 

That commerce has already taken its flight, 
and our American merchants are now deplor- 
ing the comfeguences of a wretched policy, 
which has bees purfued to. their deftruttion

On 
the contrary, Sir, all the declarations both of 
the late and the prefent Congrefs, uniformly

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tendto this one objeét, of Being put on the 
fame footig they were in the yeor 1763. 
This has been theit only demand, from which 
they have nevet varied. Their daily prayers 
are for Liberty, Prace, and or . Lufe the 
words of the Congrefs of the » pees They 
juftly expe “to be put on an equal footing 
with the other fubjects of the Bimpire.

** An attack of a different nature, Gentle- 
men, has fince been made by the Minitters on 
the Rights of the Livery in Common Hall, as 
if no night of the Subject was now to remain 
unviolated.
